MANILA, 

Fighting the Filipinos, 
THE SAD AFFAIR AT TUTUBAN. 
(From Our Special Correspondent with the 

OS, Army.) . 
Manna, February 23, 

Last night, intense excitement prevailed 
throughout tho city, Information haying 
been received that a nativé tising was anti- 
cipated, Cuseack guards were sont ‘out, all 
the guards were doubled, the atroots regu- 
larly patrolled, and overy precaution taken 
that wisdom could doviny forte public 
safety, At nightfall 4 fire balloon was sont 
up by the natives outside the city. . This 
was apparently a pre-arranged signal. Dur- 
ing the dinner hour, fire: broke vat in 
huuse in the Santa Cruz district. That it 
was the work of incundiaries there can 
hardly be any doubt. Whilo the firemea 
were stcceeding in supprossing the first 
outbreak another occurred in the samo dis- 
trict, and soon the light inflammabie ma- 
terial was one.hage blaze.’ Chinamen aud 
-Indians-ran-hither_and -thither.. along. the 
narrow streeta rescuing their household 
gods. Saldiers aided the firemen to pre 
vent the spread of the flames, whilst 
others kept ‘a strict guard and ar 
tested all suspicious parties. A few 
beachcombers ‘heyered about, like hawks 
acenting. prey, helping themselves to 
loot in tho most ‘brazonfaced manner. As 
these woifs and strays aro attired in cast-off 


military clothing they sro often mistaken 
for regulars or volunteers Henes probably 
the cause of the aspersiina we have fre- 
quently heard applied to the troops during 
the pant furtnight. Goneral Hughes and 
his stoff officers were all hard at. work super- 
vising their various org-miations, and it is 
satisfactory tu know that the fire was 
cheeked before it reached the creck, for had 
it got acrosa the whole of the Escolta and 
the principal business :quarter of the town 
would have snffered. . 
This fire had not been suppressed when 
itwo other- comflagrations sprang ‘up in the 
Tondo and Binondo districts.
